LARISSA, Headgquarters of the Groek
Army in Thossaly, April 16.—8evere fighting
has ocourred in Macedonia  hetween  the
Greek Irregulars and Turkish forces.  The
column of lrregulars sent to the right from
Pitgavitza, after having Invested and cap-
tured Qitovon, continued Ite advance townrd
Kritudes, Plista and Kourduzl, with orders to
hold Kourdunel at all costs, as it commands
the vight approach te Grevena, the  ob-
jective polut. This coltimn, communded by
Chiets Zermos and Luzgn, attacked Kritules
The place was defended by
two companies of Turks, After a severe
fight, during which elghty Turks wiere
killed and twenty-five were taken prisoncrs,
the position was captured by the Greeks,
who also obtalned possession of 160 rifles
and a quantity of eartridges,

The Insurgents, however, have suffered a
pevers oheck i another direction. A strong
foree of Turklah troops from Mecovon, with a
Humber of mountain guns, advanced on Kra.
nin, which had previously been captured by
the Greeks, and attacked the 400 frregulars of
Greeve, who occupied an entrenched position,
1L is reported that the fighting was feroclous
on both sides, The Insurgents evénlually were
compelled to ratreat north to the mounteing
Some of them, however, suceeeded In break-
fog through the Turkish lnes and escaped to
Baltino, the town jugt acvess the frontier In
Macedonin, firat captured by the Grodk fr
regulimg and used by them as a depot foy
arms and ammunitions, :

REPORTS OF LOSSES MAGNIFIED,

Tho pesounts given by the refugees of the
Turkish loszes are believed to be exagger-
ated, They say that 265 Turks were killed,
while the trregulars only had elght men killed
and soventeen wounded. The leader of the
Greeks operating In that dlrection, Chief
Milonns, was among the wounded and re-
turned later into Greek territory with a num-
ber of the rofugees, One of the latter says
that a portion of the Turkish forces was com-
posel of Irregulars whose dress resembles
that of the Greek insurgents, This, it ap-
pearn, enabled the Turkizh foree to execute
a flank movement upheeded by the leaders
of tha Greeks, The refugee referred to
blumes the Greek leaderg fae bLadly babdling
thelr men.

All tho refugees bore traces of having ex-
perlenced great fatlgue and [t 18 reported
that the Ethnike Hetalrin, or Natioaal league,
has ordered the Greek Irregulars to retreat
fnto Greck territory, regarding further blood.
mhed as useless unlegs the vegular army of
Greece supports the irregalars.

BLASSONA (Headguarters of the Turklsh
Arniy In Macedonia, Thuraday Dvenlug),
Aprll 16.~(Delayed in Transmlssion.)—The
representative of the Assoclated press at the
Turklsh headguarters has just seen o prisoner
who was captured by the Turks during the
fighting which has taken place at Krania
with ths Greek Irregulers, The wan was
dirty, wore tatiered clotheés and had on his
head a helmet, uwpon which was the badge
of the Ethntke Hetarla, the national league
of Greece, e declured that he belonged to
A band of dirvepgulors which loft Trikhalin
after reosiving on ovation from the Inhabi-
taptn of Ahat place. under the commander,
captnin and tweo leutenants of the Groek
regular army, and accompanied by a medlieal
otlleer, who was wounded, Thils expedition,
the prisoner added, was organizeéd Ly oficors
of the Greck vegular army and was openly
otdered {0 lnvade Turkey, not to harm the
willagers and to fight the Turkish troops
only,

After these siptemonts it is difeult to deny
that the Greek Irregulsrs were orgenized
with the kpowledge of the Grask authorities
This cortirtng the Inguicies made on this gub
jJect by Seyfoulah Bey, an officer on the
staft o BEdhem Pasba, the Turkish com
mandorsin-chlef, formerly an attuche of the
Turklsh legation at Athens and conssquently
famillar with the personal apnpesgranens of
many Greek offieers, some of whom he rocog-
nlzed pwong Lthe nsurgents.

The whole matter appoars to form the basis
for a grave acousation agaiost ths Greek
good talth,

The representative of the Assoointad pross
bas visited the greater part of Lthe frontier
Lline In this district, and afier Inspecting at)
tho possca ls convingad thet the Turks hold
such strong pesitione that the Greeks will
nevar be able to coter Turklsh territory. In
fact, the corrcapondent cannot even lmagine
that the Greeks will make an attempt to do
a0, while. on the other hand, the Turkial
communder-in-chief <ould send & mass of
troops Into Oreece by several routes and
oagtly capture Larirsa

The banking bill ook up most of the day.
The Garst amendment for state stupervision
of private banks was defeated, 33 to 13,
Healy's amendment to place loan and trust
and Investment companles dolng a banking
business under sinte supers lsloh was adoptid,
They will be subjected to examinations and
required to make statements similar to those
of state banks, The question of gliving the
state auditor exclusive power to apply for
n receiver for any stats or savings bank
was debated at length. The result was the
rotentlion of the old law, whiclh gives no
such exclusive right. Berry  offered an
amendment to deprive savings banks of the
right to lend on any personal securily, It
wir lost, and the bill passed.

The code publlehing Will, providing
the state publish and copyright the
eodo and providing for the manner of lts
editing. wns taken up. Healy offered an
amendment to do away with the provision
that the new code should be the only of-
ficlal evidence of the laws of the state. It
wans finally changed to make the new code
the only officlal publication. HMHealy protested
agnlnst the effort of the #iate to annotate
Itd own ¢ode; he did nol belleve (L could
be done properly, and belleved a better code
would De secured If It were allowed to pri-
vite enterprise. The committen deferrod it
bill and In the end its Y1 was passed,

It was learped, however, that the Chicago
firty that publishes the present code has rop-
resentatives In the clty ready to make a
proposition to print the new code much
cheaper than the old ona,

In the house, the Ipsurance laws werp
conelderably amended. The valued poliey
provielon was Killed and the Blanchard antl-
combine law was dropped the ground
that it has failed to present Insurance com-
bines. The house agreed to fix the salary
of the attorpey general at $4.000 a year, ne

'FIFTEEN PERSONS DROWNED

Bodies Found Floating in the Water on
Davia Teland:

WORST OVERFLOW EVER KNOWN THERE

Surviving Inhabitants Haddled in

Tentn an Top of Levee _Loks
of Siock Isn Alvondy
Very Grent,

8T, LOUIS, April 18—A special to the
Globe-Democral from Vickeburg, Mise, aays:
The refugecs who came from Daviz igland on
tho government steamer John R. Melgs and
the stearmer Atlanta report the drowning of
eloven persons, all colored, on Davie Island,
Wednesday evening, Homor Moore, Pete
Clemonts and wife and Henry Garland were
drowned on the Hurrleane plantation. The
other seven are reported drowned on other
parts of the leland, all women and ¢hlldren,
fram the Palmyra piace, The loes of stock
on the island has been very greal, The
steamer Florence remalns on the Island to
resoe peoplo and ferry stock over to  the
Loulsiana mainland.,

A Republie speelal from  Natches,
says: It was thought that all on Davis
Island had egeaped after the crevasse, but
fifteen bodles have heen  found foating
around the old Rrierfield plantation, which
was the homestend of Jelferson Davis. The
surviving Inhabitante are huddied in teénts
on top of the levee. From appearatices thls
overflow will be worse thin ever known be
fore,

NEW ORLE ,cApril 18,--A spocial to
the Times-Democrat from Vieksburg says
All the etorles concerning the losa of 1ife
on Davis island were curtent here, but Mr,
George Flanniean, one of the regcued parvty,
roduced the death 1150 10 one man ecertaln
and two otlers missing and supposed to
have been drownaed.

SUPREME TEST AT HAND,

MEMPHIS, Tenn., April 16.—Advicos from
Nateher and other polntg below Vieksburg
indieate that the supreme test In the fluod
situation 18 at hand. The swilt current,
whilch I8 rising steadily, Is beating agalnst
the levees with such foree as to cause the
gravest apprehension at many plices, At
Natchez the river ls near the top of the
levee and everything la belng done to fight
back the enercaching waters, All kinds of
rumors have been current today regarding
wholesale loss of lfe on Davis island, but
ditigent inquiry falls to confirm the story.
It is known that three negroos were
drowned on the Island, but outside of these
fatalities no further loss of 1ife Is known to
have oeourred. At Vieksburg the river is
riging at the rate of four-tenths of a fool
n day. The ewift volume of water pouring
out of the Yazoo into the Mississippl river
at o point twelve miles north of Vicksburg
will eontinue for several days. The levees
between Dedford Store, four mlles south
of Delta, La,, to Duckport, six mileés above
are in a precarlous condition tonlght, and
every man and boy avallable lg at work
strenglhening the embankment. At some
poitts in this stretch of levee the watler s
washing over and the gréatest alarm s felt,

A more cheerful feeling exists in the delty
tonlght.

At Memphis the river Is stationary.

VICKSBURG, Miss.,, April 16.—The levee
nt Iiggs, In Madison Parish, four and a hnif
miles helow Delta, La., broke at 10 o'clock
tonight. The crevasse was 120 fest wide,
twenty minutes after it gave way. Delta
is directly opposite Vicksburg. The levep
f& a very large one, and has been engaging
the special attention of the levee authorities
for weeks,  The disaster will be great.

FRANCE AND THE DINGLEY BILL,
Honotenux Answers Some
tlons on the Sabject.

Rob a Bank in Broad Daylight and Kill
the Cashier,

RIVALS OF JAMES AND YOUNGER BOYS

Conshiler Dies While Making a Nrave
Filght to Protect the Bank
ONoandlis Escape Withont
Nelng  Seen,

SOMERSWORTH, N. H., April 18.~While
regisling the entry of two desperate and deter
mined robbers, and during a herole struggle
to protect $15,000 or more In money and
mecuritlea In the compartment of the open
vaiult of the Great Falls National bank of
Someraworlh, this afternoon, Cashier Joseph
A. Stlckney was strutk down and brutally
murderad near the desk which he had occn-
pied for years. Atter kKilling Stickhey the
murdercra ransgacked the vault and fled with
all the cash, with the exception of a few
gold pleces.

AN near ax can bp ostimated, 30,0600 was
taken, but It (s possible that the lies will
consldernbly exceed this sum, ax none but
the dead cashier knew Lhe exact amount
that was In the institutlon ot the time, The |
tohbers, after knocking Stickney down with
a black Jack, cut his throat. 'Theé most re-
markable feature of the robbery is that
$100,000 in bonds of the Unlted States, which
were kept in one of the diawers of the big
vault, and which the robbers examined has
tily, were not taken. Neither was any of
the negotiable paper and gecurities of the
bank—in fact, nothing missing except
the cash.

No one was aware that there was anything
wrong at the bank untll nearly 2 o'clock, or
an hour after the murderous work was done.
The perpetrators had ample time Lo escape;
and this evening scores of deputy sheriffs,
maorahnls, police and cltizens are scouring
this section of the state and the adjoining
state of Maine, which, from this eity, Is Just
across the Salmon Falls river. The men
made thelr visit to the bank at the buslest
time of the day In the locality where the |
bank s situnted, and so completely and thor- |
oughly did they nccomplish thelr robbery
that only an uncertain clue and a very
maonger deseription was obiained,

CAUSED GREAT EXCITEMENT,

The bank was besleged by hundreds when
the news of the terrible afale became known,
and large numbers of people ¢ame here from
surrounding ecities. Hnd the robbers been
apprehended soon after the murder and rob
hery beeame publie, it would have been found
diMenlt to pervent a double Iynching in the
Granite state. Great sympathy ls expresged
for the family of the murdered man, who, In
addition to his position ns cashler and diree-
tor of the Great Falls bank, waa tlreasurer
of =everal local organizations

It has always beon customary for Cashier
Stlckney and the bank's clerx, Mrs. Parker
Swarey, to close the bank at 12 o'clock, and
not to reopen it untll 2 o'clock. Today Mra.
Swarev left her desk at noon. The cnshier,
however, remalned locking over the bank's
accounts, and It ls thought he was prepar-
Ing to go out when the robbers entered. The
first suspiclon that the bank had been robbed
was at 1:58, when Frank P. Reed
went up the stalrease of the bank building
and found the thick plate glass In the outside,
or hall door of the bank, completely shat-
tered.  He notified Clty Marshal Eaton, and
they broke In the door and found evidences
of a desperate strugele. On the floor in a
great pool of blood was the lifeless body of
Stickvney, His head had been nearly severed |
from the body, the robbers having ocul his)
throat. The head was marked with several
deep gashes imade by a heavy black jack, and
the skull was fractured. The body was
cavered with blood, and the walls and furnl-
ture bore additional evidence of the terrible |
dned, SBtickney had died fighting desper- |
ntely. !
